Under our 
political system the peoply of the 
United States have charged the 
new Congress and the new admin- 
istration with the solution—th> 
readjustments, reconstruction ond 
restoration which must foliow in 
the wake of war. 

It may beregretted that we 
were so illy prepared for war's 
aftermath, so little made ready to 
return to the ways of peace, but 
we are not to be discouraged. In- 
deed, we must tbe the more firmly 
resolved to undertake our work 
with high hope, and invite every 
ractor in our citizenship to join in 
the effort to find our normel, on- 
ward way again. 

The American people have ap- 
praised the situation, and with 
that tolerance and patience which 
go with understanding y will 
give to us the Influence o liber- 
at public opinion whech ultimatly 
benoemes the edict of any popular 
Geeernment. They are measuring 
some of the stern necessities, and 
will Join in the give-and-take 
whith is so essentia) to firm re-es- 
tablishment. 

Figet in mind must be the solu- 
tion of our problems at home, even 
though some phascs of them are 
inseparably linked with our for- 
eign relations, The surest proced- 

re in every Government is to put 
te own house in order. 

I know of no more pressing 
problem at home than to restrict 
our national expenditures within 
the limits of our national income, 
and at the same time measurably 
lift the burdens of war taxation 
from the shoulders of the Ameri- 
can people. 

One cannot be unmindful that 
economy is a much-employed cry, 
most frequentiy stressed in pre- 
election appeals, but it is ours to 
make it an outstanding and ever- 
impelling purpose in both legisla- 
tion and administration. The un- 
restrained tendency to heedless 
expenditure and the attending 

‘growth of public indebtedness, ex- 
tending from Federal! authority to 
that of state and municipality and 
including the smallest political 
subdivision, constitute the most 
dangerous phase of government to- 
day. The nation cannot restrain 
except in its own activities, but it 
can be exemplar in a wholesome 
reversal, 

Gradual Liquidation. 

The staggering load of war debt 
must be cared for in orderly fund- 
ing and gradual fiquidation. We 
shall havén the solution and aid 
effectively in lifting the tax bur- 
dens if we strike resolutely at ex- 
penditure. It is far more easily 
said than done. In the fever of 
war our expenditures were so lit- 
tle questioned, the emergency was 
s0 impelling, appropriation was so 
unimpeded that we little noted 
millions and counted the treasury 
inexhaustible. It will strengthen 
our resolution if we ever keep in 
mind that a continuance of such 
@ course means inevitable disaster. 

Oar current ex ditures are 
running at the rate of approxi- 
mately five billions a year, and the, 
burien is unbearable. There are 
two agencies to be employed in 
eorrection: one ia rigid resistance 

in appropriation and the other is 
the utmost economy in adminis- 
tration. Let us have both. have 
already charged department heads 
with this necessity.” I am sure 
Congress will agree; and both Con- 
gress and the administration may 
safely count on the support of all 
right-minded citizens, because the 
burden ie theirs. The pressure for 
expenditure, swelling the flow in 
one locality, while draining an- 
other, is sure to defeat the imposi- 
tion of just burdens, and the ef- 
fect of our citizenship protesting 
 @utiay will be wholesome and 
heipful. I wish it might find its 
reflex in economy gnd thrift 
among the people themeelves, be- 
Cause therein lies quicker recov- 
ery and added security for the fu- 
ture. rr 
$4,000,000,000 Necessary.

1922 and 1923. Thig would mean 
total internal tax collections of 
Secon one billion less than in 1920 
and one-half billion less than in 
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become unproductive and are 80 
artificial and burdensome as to 
defeat their own purpose. A 
prompt and thorough-going revi- 
sion of the internal tax laws, 
made with due regard to the pro- 
tection of the revenues, is, in my 
judgment, a requisite to the re- 
vival of business activity in this 
country. It is earnestly hoped, 
therefore, that the Congress will 
be able to enact without delay a 
revision of the revenue laws and 
such emergency tariff measures as 
are necessary to protect American 
trade and industry. 

It is of less concern whether in- 
ternal taxation of tariff revision 
shall come first than has been pop- 
ularly imagined because we must 
do both, but the practical course 
for earliest accomplishment will 
readily suggest itself to the Con- 
gress. We are committed to the 
repeal of the excess profits tax and 
abolition of inequities and unjusti- 
fiable exasperations in the present 
system. 

Would Not Shift Burdcns. 

The country does not expect and 
will not approvéa shifting of bur- 
dens. It is more interested in wip- 
ing out the necessity for imposing 
them and eliminating confusion 
and cost in the collection. 

The urgency for an instant tar- 
iff enactment, emergency in char- 

ter and understood by our peo- 
ple that it is for the emergency 
only, cannot be too much empha- 
sized. I believe in the protection 
of American industry, and it is our 
purpose to prosper America first. 
The privileges of the American 
market to the foreign producer are 
offered too cheaply today, and the 
effect on much of our own produc- 
tivity is the destruction of our self- 
reliance, which is the foundation 
of the independence and good for- 
tune of our people. Moreover, im- 
ports should pay their fair share 
of our cost of Government. 


Agriculture Menaced. 

One whto values American pros- 
perity and maintained American 
standards of wage and living can 
have no sympathy with the pro- 
posal that easy entry and the flood 
of imports will cheapen our costs 
of living. It is more likely to de- 
stroy our capacity to buy. Today 
American agriculture is menaced, 
and its products are down to pre- 
war normals, yet we are endan- 
gering our fundamental industry 
through the high cost of transpor- 
tation from farm to market and 
through the influx of foreign farm 
products, because we offer, essen-~ 
tially unprotected, the best market 
in the world. It would be better 


to err in protecting our basic food 


industry than paralyze our farm 
activities in the world struggle for 
restored exchanges. 

The mature revision of our tar- 
iff laws ehould be based on the 
polley of protection, resisting that 
selfishness which turns to greed, 
but ever concerned with that pro- 
ductivity at home which is the 
source of all abiding good fortune. 
It is agreed that we cannot sell 
unless we buy, but ability to sel! 
is based on home development and 
the fostering of home markets. 
There is little sentiment in the 
trade of the world. Trade can and 
ought to be honorable, but it 
knows no sympathy. - While the 
delegates of the nations at war 
were debating peace terms at 
Paris, and while we later debated 
our part in completing the peace, 
commercial agents of other na- 
tions were opening their lines and 
establishing their outposta with 
forward look to the morrow’s 
trade. It was wholly proper, and 
has been advantageous to them. 
Tardy as we are, it will be safer 
to hold our own markets secure, 
and build thereon for our trade . 
with the world. 


Business on Business Basis. 

A very important matter is the 
establishment of the Government 4 
business on a business basis. There 
was toleration of the easy-going, 
unsystematic method of handling 
our fiscal affairs when indiroct 
taxation held the public unmindful 
of the Federal burden. But there 
is knowledge of the high cost of 
government today, and high cost of 
living is inseparably linked with 
high cost of government. There 
can be no complete correction of 
the high living cost until Govern- 
ment’s cost is notably reduce. 

Let me most heartily commend 
the enactment of legisiatior pro 
viding for the national budget. 
Congress had already recorded its 
belief in the budget. It will be a 
very great satisfaction to know of 
its early enactment, so that It may 
be employed in establishing the 
economies and business meth \s 
so essential to the minimum of ex- 
penditure. 

I have sald to the people we 
meant to have less of Government 
in business as well as more bus!i- 
ness in Government. It is well to 
have it understood that business 
hase a right to pursue its normal, 
legitimate, and righteous way un- 
til impeded, and it ought have no 
call to meet Government competi- 
tion where all riak is borne by the 
public treasury. There is no. chal- 
lenge to honest and lawful busi- 
ness success. But Government ap- 
proval of fortunate, untrammeled 
business does not mean toleration 
of restraint eof trade or of main- 
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tained prices by unnatural meth- 
ods. It is well to have legitimate 
business understand that a just 
Government, mindful of the inter- 
ests of all the people, has a right 
to expect the co-operation of that 
legitimate business’ in stamping 
out the practices which add to un- 
rest and inspire restrictive legis- 
lation. Anxious as we are to re- 


‘store the onward flow of business, 


it is fair to combine assurance and 
warning in one utterance. 
High Cost of Living Slow to Yield. 

One condition in the business 
world may well receive your in- 
quiry. WDeflating has been in pro- 
gress, but has failed to reach the 
mark where it can be proclaimed 
to the great mass of consumers. 
Reduced cost of basic production 
has been recorded, but high cost 
of living has not yielded in like 
proportion, For example, the prices 
on grain and livestock have been 
deflated, but the cost of bread and 
meats is not adequately reflected 
therein. It is to be expected that 
nonperishable staples will be slow 
in yielding to lowered prices, but 
the maintained retail costs fn per- 
ishable foods cannot be justified. 

I have asked the Federal Trade 
Commission for a report of its ob- 
servations and it attributes, in the 
main, the failure to adjust con- 
summers’ cost to basic production 
costs to the exchange of informa- 
tion by “open-price associations,” 
which operate, evidently within the 
law. to the very great advantage 
of their members and equal dis- 
advantage to the consuming pub- 
lic. Without the spirit of hostility 
or haste in accusation of profiteer- 
ing. some suitable inquiry by Con- 
gress might’ speed the price ree 
adjustment to nermal relationship, 
with helpfulness to both producer 
and consumer. A measuring rod 
of fair prices will satify the coun- 
try and give us a business revival 
to end all depression and unem- 
ployment. 

The great interest of both pro- 
ducer and consumer—indeed, all 
our industrial and commercial! life, 
from agricylture to finance—in the 
problems of transportation, will 
find its reflex in vour concern to 
aid re-establishment, to restore ef- 
ficiency and bring transportation 
cost into a. helpful relationship 
rather than continue it as a hin- 
drance to resumed activities. 

Iil-Considered Legislation. 

It is little to be wondered that 
ill-considered legislution, the war 
strain, Government operation, in 
heedlessness of cost and the con- 
flicting programs, or the lack of 
them, for restoration have brought 
about a most difficult sitution, 
made doubly difficult by the low 
tide of busipess. All are so initi- 
mately related that no improve- 
ment will be permanent until the 
railways are operated efficiently at 
a cost within that which tne tref- 
fic will bear. 

If we can have it understood 
that Congress has no sanction ior 
Government ownership, that Con- 
gress does not levy taxes upon the 
people to cover deficits in a 
service which should be self-sus- 
taining, there will be an avowed 
foundation on which to rebuild. 

Yreight—Carrying charges have 
mounted higher and higher until 
commerce is halted and produc- 
tion discourared. Railway rates 
and cost of operation must be re- 
duced. 

Congress may well investigate 
and let the public understand 
wherein our system and the Fed- 
eral regulation are lacking in 
helpfulness or hindering in restric- 
tions. The remaining. obstacles 
which are the heritance of capital- 
istic exploitation, must be re- 
moved and labor must join man- 
agement in understanding that the 
public which pays is the public 
to be served, and simple justice is 
the right and will continue to be 
the right of all the people. 

Transportation over the  high- 
ways is little less important, but 
the problems relate to construc- 
tion and development, and de- 
serve your most earnest attention, 
because we are laying a founda- 
tion for a long time to come, and 
the creation is very difficult to 
visualize in its great possibilities. 


Highways Feeders.to Rallroads. 

The highways are not only feed- 
ers to the railroads and afford re- 
lief from their local burdens, 
they are actually lines of motor 
traffic in interstate commerce. 
They are the smaller arteries of 
the larger portion of our com- 
merce, and the motor car has be- 
come an indispensable instrument 
in our political, social and indus- 
trial life. 

There is begun a new era in 
highway. construction, the outlay 
for which runs far into hundreds 
of millions of dollars. Bond is- 
sues by road districts, counties 
and states mount to enormous fig- 
ures, and the country its facing 
such an outlay that it is vital that 
every effort shall. be directed 
against wasted effort and unjusti- 
fiable expenditure. 

The Federal Government can 
place no inhibition on the expendi- 
ture in the several states; but, 
since Congress has embarked upon 
a policy of assisting the states in 
highway improvement, wisely, I 
believe, it can assert a wholly be- 
coming influence in shaping policy. 

With the principle of Federal 
participation acceptably estab- 
lished, probably never to be aban- 
doned, it ‘Is important to exert 
Federal influence in developing 
comprehensive plans looking to the 
promotion of commerce, and apply 
our expenditures in the surest way 
to guarantee a public return for 
money expended. 

Large Federa! outlay demands a 
Federal voice in the program of 
expenditure. Congress cannot jfuasti- 
fy a mere gift from the Federal! 
purse to the several states, to be 
prorated among counties for road 
betterment. Such a course will 
invite abuses which it were better 


to guard against in the beginning. 
Would Amend Aid Laws. 

The laws governing Federal ald 
should be amended and strength- 
ened. 

The Federal agency of adminis- 
tration should be elevated to th 
importance and vested with au- 
thority comparable to the work 
before it. And Congress ought to 
prescribe conditions to Federal 
appropriations which will necessi- 
tate a consistent progra mof uni- 
formity which will justify the Fed- 
eral outlay. 

I know of nothing more shock- 
ing than the millions of public 
funds wasted in improved high- 
ways, wasted because there is no 
policy of maintenance. The neg- 
lect is not universal, but it is very 
near it. There is nothing the 
Congress can do more effectively 
to end this shocking waste than 
condition all Federal aid on pro- 
Visions for maintenance. High- 
ways, no matter how generous the 
outlay for construction, cannot be 
maintained without patrol and 
constant repair. Such conditions 
insisted on in the grant of Federal 
aid will safeguard the public 
which pays and guard the Fed- 
eral Government against political 
abuses, which tend to defeat the 
very purposes for which we au- 
thorize Federal! expenditure. 

Linked with rail and highway is 
the problem of water transporta- 
tion—-inland, coastwise and trans- 
oceanic. It is not possible, on this 
occasion, to suggest to Congress 
the additional legislation needful 
to meet the aspirations of our peo- 
ple for a merchant marine. In the 
emergency of war we have con- 
structed a tonnage equaling our 
largest expectations. Its war cost 
must be discounted to the actual 
values of peace, and the large 
difference charged to the war emer- 
gency, and the pressing task is to 
turn our assets in tonnage to an 
agency of commerce. 

Great Merchant Marine. 

It is not necessary to say it to 
Congress, but I have thought this 
to be a befitting occasion to give 
notice that the United States 
means to establish and fyaintain a 
great merchant marine. 

Our differences of opinion as to 
a policy of upbuilding have been 
removed by the outstanding fact 
of our having builded. If the intel- 
ligent and efficient administration 
under the existing lawg makes es- 
tablished service impossible, the 
executive will promptly report to 
you. Manifestly if our laws gov- 
erning American activities on the 
seas are such as to give advan- 
tage to those who compete with us 
for the carrying of our own car- 
goes and those which ought nat- 
urally come in American bottoms 
through trade exchanges, then the 
spirit of American fair Play will 
assert itself to give American car- 
riers their equality of opportunity. 

This republic can never realize 
its righteous aspirations in com.- 
merce, Can never be worthy the 
traditions of the early days of the 
expanding republic until the mi f{l- 
lions of tons of shipping which we 
HOW possess are co-ordinated with 
our inland transportation and our 
shipping has Government encour- 
agement, not Government opera- 
tion, in carrying our cargoes un- 
der our flag over regularly operat- 
ed routes to every market in the 
world agreeable to American ex- 
changes. It will strengthen 
American genius and management 
to have it understood that ours is 
an abiding determination, because 
carrying is second only to produc- 
tion in establishing and maintain- 
ing the flow of commerce to 
which we rightfully aspire. 


Radio and Cables Important. 

lt is proper to invite your at- 
tention to the importance of the 
question of radio communication 
and cables. To meet strategic, 
commercial and political needs, 
active encouragement should be 
given the extension of Ameri- 
can owned and operated cable and 
radio services. Between the Unit- 
ed States and its possessions there 
should be ample communication 
facilities providing direct Service 
at reasonable rates. Between the 
United States and other co. intries 
not only should there be adequate 
facilities, but these should be. so 
far as pratcicable, direct and free 
froin foreign intermediation. 
Friendlygco-operation should be 
extended’ to international efforts 
aimed at encouraging improve- 
ment of international commupsica- 
tion facilities and designed to fur- 
ther the exchange of messages. 

Private monopolies tending to 
prevent the development of needed 
facilities should be prohibited. 
Government-owned facilities, 
wherever possible without unduly 
interfering with private enterprise 
or Government needs, should be 
made available for general uses. 
Particularly desirable is the pro- 
vision of ample cable and radio 
services at reasonable rates for the 
transmission of press matter, so 
that the American reader may re- 
celve a wide range of news, and 
the foreign reader receive full ac- 
counts of American activities. The 
daily press of all countries may 
well be put {in position to contrib- 
ute to international understand- 
ings by the publication of interest- 
ing foreign news. 

Radio Regulation Needed., 

Practical experience demon- 
strates the need for effective reg- 
ulation of both domestic and in- 
ternational radio operation if this 
newer means of intercommunica- 
tion is to be fully .utilized. Eepe- 
cially needful is the provision of 
ample radio facilities for those 
services where radio only can be 
used, such as communication with 
ships at sea, with aircraft and with 
out-of-the-way places. Interna - 
tional communication by cable and 
radio requires co-operation be- 
tween the Powers concerne:! 
Whatever the degree of contr! 
deemed advisable within the 
United States, Government licens- 
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ing of cable landings and of radto 
stations transmitting and _ receiv- 
ing international traffic seems nec- 
essary for the protection of Amer- 
ican interests and for the securing 
of satisfactory reciprocal privi- 
leges. 

Aviation is inseparable from 
either the army or the navy, and 
the Government must, in the inter- 
ests of national defense, encourag® 
its development for military and 
civil purposes. The 
ment of the civil development of 
aeronautics is especially desirable 
as relieving the Government large- 
ly of the expense of development, 
and of maintenance of an indus- 
try, now almost entirely borne by 
the Government through appro- 
priations for the military, naval 
and postal air services. The air 
mail service is an important ini- 
tial step in the direction of com- 
mercial aviation. 

Regulation of Aviation. 
It- has become a pressing duty 


of the Federal Governmem to pro- 


vide for the regulation of air nav- 
igation; otherwise independent 
and conflicting legislation will be 
enacted by the various States 
which will hamper the develop- 
ment of aviation. The National Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics, 
in a special report on this subject, 
has recommended the _ establish- 
ment of a Bureau of Aeronautics 
in the Department of Commerce 
for the Federal regulation of air 
navigation, which recommenda- 
tion ought to have legislative ap- 
proval. 

I recommend the enactment of 
legislation establishing a Bureau 
of Aeronautics in the Navy De- 
partment to centralize the control 
of naval] activities in aeronautics 
and removing the restrictions on 
the personnel detailed to aviation 
iu the navy. 

The Army Air Service should be 
continued as a co-ordinate com- 
batant of the army, and its exist- 
ing organization utilized in co-op- 
erating with other agencies of the 
Government in the establishment 
of national transcontinental wuir- 
ways and in co-operation with the 
states in the establishment of loca! 
airdromes and landing fields. 

The American people expect 
Congress unfailingly to voice the 
gratitude ef the republic in a gen- 
erous and practical way to its de- 
fenders in the world war, who 
need the supporting arm of the 
Government. Our very immediate 
concern is for the crippled soldiers 
and those deeply needing the help- 
ing hand of Government. Con- 
scious of the generous intent of 
Congress and the public concern 
for the crippled and devnendent, I 
invited the services of a volunteer 
committee to inquire into the ad- 
ministration of the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance, the Federa! Board 
for Vocational Training and other 
agencies of Government in caring 
for the ex-soldiers. sailors and 
marines of the world war. This 
committee promptly reported the 
chief difficuliy to be the imper- 
fect organization of governmental! 
effort, the same lack of co-ordi- 
nation which hinders Government 
efficiency in many undertakings 
less noticed by the need for prompt 
service being less appeaiing. 

Service Men's Department. 

This committee has recommend- 
ed, and I convey the recommenda- 
tions to vou with cordial! approval, 
that all Government agencies look- 
ing to the welfare of the ex-service 
men should placed under one 
directing head, so that the welfare 
of these disabled saviors of our 
civilization and freedom may have 
the most efficient direction. It 
may be well to make such an offi- 
clal the director-general of service 
to war veterans, and under 
his direction all hospitalization, 
vocational training, war insurance, 
rehabilitation and all pensions. 

The immediate extension and 
utilization of the Government's 
hospital facilities in army and navy 
will bring relief to the acute con- 
ditions most complained of, and 
the hospital building program may 
be worked out to meet the needs 
likely to be urgent at the time of 
possible completion. 

The whole program requires the 
most thoughtful attention of Con- 
gress, for we are embarking on 
the performance of a sacred obli- 
gation which involves the expen- 
diture of billions in the half cen- 
tury before us. Congress must per- 
fect the policy of generous grat!- 
tude, and consclentious adminis- 
tration must stamp out abuse in 
the very ‘beginning. We must 
strengthen rather than weaken the 
moral fiber of the beneficiaries 
and humanize all efforts so that 
rehabilitation shall be attended by 
respiritualization. 

During the recent political can- 
vases the proposal waa made that 
a Department of Public Welfare 
sheuld be created. It was _ in- 
dorsed and commended so strong- 
ly that I venture to call it to your 
ettention and to suggest favorable 
legislative consideration. 

Highest Citizenship Desired. 

Government's obligation af- 
firmatively to encourage develop- 
ment of the highest and most affi- 
cient type of citizenship is modern- 
ly accepted, almost universally. 
Government rests upon the body 
of oitizenship; it cannot maintain 
itself on a level] that keeps it out 
of touch and understanding with 
the community it serves. Enlight- 
ened Governments everywhere 
recognize this and are giving their 
recognition effect in policies and 
programs. 

Certainly no government is more 
desirous than our own to reflect 
the human attitude, the purpose 
of making better citizens—phys- 
ically, intellectually, spiritually. 
To this end I am convinced that 
such a department in the Govern- 
ment would be of real vaiue. It 
could be made to crystallize much 
of rather vague generalization 
about social] justice into solid ac- 
complishment. Events of recent 
years have profoundly impressed 
thinking people with the need to 
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encourage- 
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departments 


social forces and | 
evolutions, to equip our citizens 
for dealing rightly with problems 
of life and social order. 

In the realms of ¢duc ation, pub- 
lic health, sanitation, conditions 
of workers in industry, child wel- 
fare, proper amusement and recre- 
ation. the elimination of social 
vice and many other subjects, the 
Government has already under- | 
taken a considerable range of ac- 
tivities. I assume the maternity 
bill, already strongly approved, 
will be enacted promptly, thus ad- 
ding to our manifestation of hu- 
man interests. But these under- 
takings have been scattered 
through many departments and 
bureaus without co-ordination and 
with much overlapping of func- 
tions which fritter energies and 
magnify the cost. 

Departments That Arc Neglected. 

Many subjects of the greatest 
importance are handled by bureaus 
within Government departments 
which logically have no appar- 
ent relation to them. Other sub- 
jects have been neglected or in- 
adequately provided for. To bring 
these various activities together in 
a single department, where the 
whole fleld could be surveyed, and 
where their inter-relationships 
could be propérly appraised, would 
make for increased effectiveness, 
economy and intelligence of direc- 
tion. In creating such a depart- 
ment it should be made plain that 
there is no purpose to invade fields 
which the states have occupied. 

In respect of education, for ex- 
ample, Federal Government has 
always aided them. National ap- 
propriations in aid of educational 
purposes the last fiscal year were 
no less than $65,000,000. There 
need be no fear of undue central- 
ization or of creating a Federal 
bureaucracy to dominate affairs 
better to be left in state control. 
We must, of course, avoid over- 
lapping the activities by the sev- 
eral states, and we must ever re- 
sist the growing demand on the 
ederal Treasury for the perform- 
ance of service for which the state 
is obligated to its citizenship. 

Soniewhat related to the fore- 
going human problems is the race 
question. Congress ought to wipe 
the stain of barbaric lynching from 
the banners of a free and orderly 
representative democracy. We face 
the fact that many millions of peo-

To Study the Races. 

Tt is unnecessary to recount the | 
difficulties incident to this con- 
dition or to emphasize the fact 
that it #%# a condition which cannot 
be removed. There has been sug- 
gestion, however, that some of its 
difficulties might be amelioratel 
by a humane and enlightened con- 
gideration of it. a study of its 
many aspects and an effort to for- 
mulate, if not a policy, at least a 
national attitude of mind calculat-’° 
ed to bring about most satisfac- 
tory possible adjustment of rela- 
tions between the races and of 
each race to the national] life. One 
proposal is the creation of a com- 
mission embracing representatives 
of both races to study and report 
on the entire subject. The proposal 
has real merit. I am convinced 
that in mutual tolerance, under- 
standing? charity, recognition of 
the interdependence of the races, 
and the po age ge of the rights 
of citizenship lies the read to 
righteous adjustment 

It is needless to call vour atten- 
tion to the unfinished business in- 
herited from the preceding Con- 
gress. The appropriation ills for 
army and navy will have your ear- 
ly consideration. 

Neither branch of the Gowern- 
ment can be unmindful of the call 
for reduced expenditure for these 
of our national de- 
fense. The Government is in ac- 
cord with the wish to eliminate the 
burdens of heavy armament. The 
United States ever will be in har- 
mony with such a movement to- 
ward the higher attainments of 
peace. But we shall not entirely 
discard our agencies for defense 
until there is removed the need to 
defend. We are ready to cO-Op- 
erate with other nations to ap- 
proximate disarmament, but mer- 
est prudence forbids that we dis- 
arm alone. | 

The Naval Program. 

The naval program; which had 
its beginning in what seemed the 
highest assurances of peace. can 
carry no threat after the latest 
proof of our national unselfishness. 
The reasonable limitation of per- 
sonnel may be combined with 
economies of administration to lift 
the burdens of excessive outlay. 

The War Department is reduc- 


ing the personnel of the army from 
the maximum provided by law in 
June, 1920, to the minimum direct- 
ed by Congress in a subsequent en- 
actment. When further reduction 
is compatible with national secur- 
ity it may well have the sanction 
of Congress, so that a system of 
voluntary military training may 
offer to our young manhood the 
advantages of physical develop- 
ment, discipline and commitment 
to service, and constitute the army 
reserve in return for the training, 

Nearly two and a half years ago 
the world war came to an end, 
and vet we find ourselves in the 
technical state ) OF war, though ac- 
tually at peace, while Europe is at 
technical peace, far from tranquil- 
ity and little progressedd toward 
the hoped-for restoration. 

It {ll-becomes us to express im- 
patience that the European bel- 
ligerents are not yet in full agree- 
ment, when we ourselves have 
been unable to bring constituted 
authority into accord in our own re- 


lations tothe formally’ proclaimed 
peace. Little avails in reciting 
the causes of delay in Kurope or 
our own fallure to agree. But 
there is no longer excuse for un- 
certainty respecting some pnases 
of our forefgn relationship. In the 


existing League of Nations, world 
governing with its superpowers, 
this republic will have mo part. 
There can be no misinterpretation, 
and there will be no betrayal of 
the deliberate expression of the 
American people in the recent 
election; and, settled in our deci- 
sion for ourselves, it is only fer'r to 
say to the worl@in general, and to 
our associates in warin particular, 
that the league « venant-can have 
no sanction Ww us. 
No Superauthority Wanted. 

The aim to associate nations to 
prevent war, preserve peace, and 
promote civilization our people 
most cordially _ applauded. We 
yearned for this new instrument cf 
justice, but we can have no part 
in a committal to any agency of 
force in unknown contingencies, 
we can recognize no superauthor- 
ity. 

Manifestly the highest purpose 
of the League of Nations was <c- 
feated in linking it with the treaty 
of peace and making it the en- 
forcing agency of the victors cf 
the war. Intermational association 
for permanent peace must be con- 
ceived solely as an instrumentality 
of justice, unassociated with the 
passions of yesterday, and not £0 
constituted as to attempt the dual 
functions of a political instrument 
of the conquerers and of an ugency 
of peace. There can be no pros- 
perity for the fundamental pur- 
poses sought to be achieved by 
any such association so long as it 
is an organ of any  particurtec 
treaty, or committed to the at- 
tainment of the special aims of 
any nation or group of nations. 

The American aspiration, in- 

deed, the world aspiration, was 
an association of nations, based 
upon the application of justice 
and right, binding us in confer- 
ence and co-operation for the 
prevention of war and pointing 
the way to a higher civilization 
and international fraternity in 
which all the world might share. 
In rejecting the league covenant 
and uttering that rejection to our 
own people and to the world, we 
make no surrender of our hope 
and aim for an association to pro- 
mote peace in which we would 
most heartily join. We wish it 
to be conceived in peace and ded- 
icated to peace, and will relin- 
quish no effort to bring the na- 
tions of the world into such fel- 
lowship, not in the surrender of 
national sovereignty, but rejoic- 
ing in a nobler exercise of it in 
the advancement of human ac- 
tivities, amid the compensations 
of peaceful achievement. 

To Keep Campaign Pledge. 

In the national referendum to 
which I have adverted we pledged 
our efforts toward such associa- 
tion, and the pledge will be faith- 
fully kept. In the plight of policy 
and performance we told the 
American people we meant to seek 


‘an early establishment of peace. 


The United States aloné among 
the allied and associated Powers 
continues in a technical state of 
war against the Central Powers of 
Europe. This anomalous condi- 
tion ought not to be permitted to 
continugs To establish the state 
of technical peace without further 
delay, I should approve a declara- 
tory resolution by Congress to that 
effect. with the qualifications ¢6s- 
sential to protect all our rights. 
Such action would be the simplest 
keeping of faith with ourselves, 
and could in no sense be constr ued 
as a desertion of those with whom 
we shared our sacrifices in war, 
for these Powers are already at 
peace. 

Such a resolution should 
dertake to do no more than thus to 
declare the state of peace, which 
all America craves. It must add 
no difficulty in effecting, with just 
reparations, the restoration for 
which all Europe yearns and 
upon which the world’s recovery 
must be founded. Neither former 
enemy or ally can mistake Amer- 
ica’s position, because OUFr attitude 
as to responsibility for the war 
and the necessity for just repara- 
tions already has had formal and 
very earnest expression. 

“Tt would be unwise to under- 
take to’make a statement of future 
policy with respect to Evropean 
afairs in such declaration of a 
state of peace, fan correcting the 
failure of the @xecutive, in nego- 
tiating the most important treaty 
in the history of the nation, to rec- 
ognize the constitutional powers of 
the Senate we would go to the 
other extreme, equally objection- 
able if Congress or the Senate 
should assume the function of the 
executive. Our highest duty is the 
preservation of the constituted 
powers of each, and the promo- 
tion of the apirit of co-operation 
go essential to our common wel- 
fare. 

The Separate Peace Treaty. 

It would be idle to deciare for 
separate treaties of peace with the 
Central Powers on the assumption 
that these alone would be ade- 
quate, because the situation is 
invoived that our peace engage- 
ments cannot ignore the old-world 
relationship and the settlements 
afready affected, nor is it desir- 
able to do so in preserving our 
own rights and contracting our fu- 
ture relationships. 

The wiser course would seem to 
be the acceptance of the con- 
firmation of our rights and inter- 
ests as already provided and to en- 
gage under the existing treaty, as- 
suming, of course, that this can 
be satisfactorily accomplished by 
such explicit reservations and 
modifications as will secure our 
absolute freedom from  inadvis- 
able commitments and safeguard 
all our essential interests. 

Neither Congress nor the people 
needs mv assurance that a request 
to negotiate needed tre@ties of 
peace would be as s"iperfluous and 
unnecessary as it is technically in- 
effective, and 1 know in my own 
Leart here is none who would 
wish to embarrass the executive 
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world. 


in the performance of his duty 
when we all are so eager to turn 
disa»pointment and delay into 
gratifving accomplishment. 

Problems relating t: our foreign 
relations bear upon the present 
and the future, and are of such a 
nature that the al' importaint fu- 
ture must be deliberately consid- 
ered, with greater concern than 
mere immediate relief from wun- 
happy conditions. We have wit- 
nessed, yea, we have participated 
ir, the supremely tragic episeude of 
war, but our deeper concern is in 
the continuing life of nations and 
the development of civilization. 

Vision Must Not Be Impaired. 

We must not allow our vision 
to be impaired by the conflict 
among ourselves. The weariness 
at home and the disapp«intment 
to the world nave been compen- 
sated in the proof that this repub- 
lic will eurrender no one of hert- 
tage of naiionality, but our rights 
in international relationship have 
to be asserted; they require estab- 
‘ishment in compacts of amity; 
our part in readjustment and re- 
storation cannot be ignored and 
must be defined. 

With the super-governing 
league definitely rejected and 
with the world so informed, and 
with the status of peace  pro-

to negotiate the covenanted rela- 
tionships so essential to the recog 
nition of all the — piper yc of bitterness since ia 
of our own nation an play our :

The Attorney-General points out the duty of the 
Assessor and other representatives of the city. Cer- 
tainly they should appear at the hearing on one of 
the dates specified and endeavor to obtain a modi- 
fication of the 30 per cent increase ruling on St. Louls 
realty. 
If Assessor Wollbrinck’s letter to the Attorney- 
General indicates that a 30 per cent increase in St. 
Louis realty is correct, it differs from his published 
ti gtatements. He suggested a 10 per cent increase. 
He says that much St. Louis realty is now assessed 
at its full cash value. That is the fact. Probably 
little, except on account of temporary increases of 
price caused by the house shortage or special cir- 
cumstances, is assessed below cash value. 
The case for St. Louis should be presented force- 
fully to the State board.
